From the Official B.A. Itiner 


In 1882 a few enthusiasts from the Old Country formed two Association 
Football clubs in Sydney. These were the Arcadians and the Wanderers. 
Queensland, however, not to be outdone by New South Wales, formed the 
: rs F.C. in 1883. That was the start. Then, in the same year a team from 
New South Wales travelled six hundred miles to Melbourne for- the first inter- 
colonial match. _ | Pel | | | 

The following year The Anglo-Australian Association was formed in Mel- 
bourne, and admitted to The Football Association which, in 1455, made a grant 
af £25 to help development. In 1886 there were four clubs: South Melbourne, 
Carlton, Prahran, and Melbourne Revers, the George and George Challenge Cup 
being won by Carlton. . ea ae 

In 1890 an attempt was made to arrange intercolonial games between 
New South Wales and Queensland. Although further effort was made this 
was not to become an annual fixture until 1912. From then until 1933 forty 
interstate matches were played between the two, New South Wales winning 2/, 
Queensland 9, and four matches were drawn. | 

On October 12, 1923, The Football Association (Australia) was established 
and clubs were affiliated to this national body thraugh their District Associations 
in Queensland, New. South Wales, Victoria, South Australia, Western Australia, 
and Tasmama. To commemorate the eccasion a Challenge cup was presented 
by The Football Association for competition on interstate lines. 

This incentive led to a request from the Australian football authorities that 
strate the game and play a series of Tests. The proposal became a fact, and a 
strong side representing England toured Australia in 1925. This team contained 
many well-known names, including Tom Whittaker, Stan Seymour, Charles 
Spencer and Jimmy Davison. Many of their matches were definitely exhibition 
games played with a view to popularising the code throughout Austraiasia. 


Australia herself had in 1922 sent a team to New Zealand, playing fourteen 
games there, winning nine, and losing four. The visit was returned and Test 
matches started. ab Arete - uns | , 

‘Tn 1931 the Council of The Football Association made a substantial monetary 
loan to the Australian F.A. to assist it in developing age eve in Qhueensland and 
New South Wales. Under the enthusiastic leadership of Mr. S. A. Storey and 
the Secretary, F. R. Druery, the way was paved for the next visit of an English 
side. This took place in 1937 when the visiting side was an all amateur one, 
During this: tour ten matches were played. two of them by Hoodlight, and the 
Australian side gained two notable victories, the first at Sydney on July 10, 1937, 
when 37,295 saw them win 5-4, and the second at Newcastle when they won 4-3.
